ORDINANCE ORDERING 
IMPROVEMENT 


No. 30—1 


ORDERING THE OPENING AND 
EXTENSION OF LIVE OAK AVE- 
NUE FROM THE SOUTHWESTER- 
LY TERMINATION THEREOF TO 
UNIVERSITY DRIVE WITHIN 
SAID CITY AND DIRECTING THE 
CONDEMNATION OF THE LAND 
NECESSARY AND CONVENIENT 
TO BE TAKEN THEREFOR. 


The City Council of the City of Men- 
lo Park do ordain as follows: 

WHEREAS by ordinance entitled 
“Ordinance of Intention No. 30-1 De- 
claring the Intention of the City 
Council of the City of Menlo Park to 
Open and Extend Live Oak Avenue 
From the Southwesterly Termination 
Thereof to University Drive Within 
said City,’ passed and adopted Sep- 
tember 23rd, 1930, reference to which 
said ordinance is hereby made for all 
particulars, said City Council did de- 
clare its intention to order the certain 
improvement therein proposed to be 
made, and did therein state and give 
notice of the day, hour, and place 
when and where all persons having 
any objections to the proposed work 
or improvement might appear before 
said City Council and show cause why 
said proposed improvement should not 
be carried out in accordance with said 
ordinance; and whereas at the said 
time and place so stated all protests 
and objections which had been made 
were then and there by this City 
Council duly heard and _ considered, 
and this City Council, being fully in- 
formed and advised in the premises, 
did thereupon by resolution regularly 
passed and adopted overrule and deny 
all of said protests and objections and 
did find and determine that the same 
were not made by the owners of more 
than one-half of the area of the prop- 
erty within the district proposed to 
be assessed for the said proposed im- 
provement. 

And it appearing to this City Coun- 
cil and this City Council does hereby 
find and determine: That said ordin- 
ance of Intention No. 30—1 was duly 
and regularly published; that notices 
headed “Notice of Public Improvement 
under Street Opening Act of 1903” and 
setting forth and containing all mat- 
ters by law required to be therein set 
forth and contained were duly and 
regularly posted; all in the time, form, 


manner and number as required by 
law; that post card notices setting 


forth all matters therein by law pro- | Termination 
| 


vided to be set forth were duly and 
regularly mailed to each and every 
property owner in the assessment dis- 
trict, as provided by law and required 
by the order of this Council; that all 
protests and objections whatsoever 
have been overruled and denied and 
disposed of in the time, form and 
manner required by law, and that the 
same were not made by the owners of 
more than one-half of the area of the 
property within the assessment dis- 
trict; that this City Council has now 
acquired jurisdiction to order the im- 
provement to be made as set forth in 
said Ordinance of Intention No. 30—1; 

NOW THEREFORE said City Coun- 
cil does hereby find, determine and 
ordain that the public interest, con- 


venience, and necessity require, and | 


said City Council does hereby order, 
that the following work be done and 
improvement be made within said 
City, to-wit, that LIVE OAK AVE- 
NUE, an existing public street in said 
City, be opened and extended south- 
westerly from the present southwester- 
ly termination thereof to the north- 
easterly line of University Drive, said 
opening and extension to be of a uni- 
form width of fifty (50) feet and made 
along and adjacent to the southwest- 
erly extension of the northwesterly 
line of said avenue, and that the prop- 
erty necessary and convenient for that 
purpose be acquired by condemnation. 
The land necessary and convenient to 
be taken therefor, and the assessment 
district to be benefited, and upon 
which the entire costs and expenses 
of said improvement are to be as- 
sessed, and the exterior boundaries of 
said assessment district are particu- 
larly described and set forth in said 
Ordinance of Intention No. 30—1; and 
on the plat or map for said improve- 
ment therein referred to, all on file 
in the office of the City Clerk, and 
reference is hereby expressly made to 
said Ordinance of Intention and to 
said map or plat for all particulars. 
That the City Attorney of the City 
of Menlo Park is hereby directed to 
bring an action or actions in the name 
of the City of Menlo Park in the 


Superior Court of the State of Cali- 


fornia in and for the County of San 
Mateo, for the condemnation of the 
property necessary to be taken for 
the aforesaid improvement described 
in said Ordinance of Intention No. 
30—1, and to do all things necessary 
or proper to prosecute said action to 
final determination for the acquisition 
of the land necessary to be taken for 
said improvement for the public use 
of said City. 

All of the said proposed improve- 
ment shall be made and proceedings 
had under and in pursuance of that 
certain act of the legislature of the 
State of California designated and re- 
ferred to as the “Street Opening Act 
of 1903” as amended excepting only 
as in said Ordinance of Intention 
otherwise provided for the issuance of 
improvement bonds. 

This ordinance shall be published 
twice in the Menlo Park Recorder, a 
newspaper of general circulation pub- 
lished and circulated in said City, 
and the City Clerk is hereby directed 


to cause the same to be published 
accordingly.

Down near Holden, Mo., lives a 
farmer who has the right to wear the 
highest decorations conferred by five 
of the allied nations. They are eight 
in number—the British Distinguished 
Service Cross, the French Medaille 


Militaire, the French Croix de Guerre | 


Belgian Croix de 
War Cross, the

In addition 
he wears the American Victory Medal 
with six bars or battle clasps, indi- 
cating that he was in six major en- 
gagement in France (more than any 
other Medal of Honor man, living 
dead) and last ard greatest the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor. 

Each palm on his French Croix de? 
Juerre represents three citations for 
bravery in the face of the enemy, nine 
citations in all, The feat which won 
the Congressional Medal of Honor, one 
of the most remarkable in the whole 
history of the American arms, was per- 
formed near Cunel, France, on October 
7, 1918, by John L., Barkley of Com- 
pany K, Fourth infantry, when, ac: 
cording to the official citation: 

“Private Barkley, who was stationed 


in an observation post half a kilo 
meter from the German line, on his 
own initiative repaired a captured 


enemy machine gun and mounted if ip 
a disabled French tank near his post. 
Shortly afterward when the enemy 
launched a counter attack against our 
forces, Private Barkley got into the 
tank. waited under the hostile barrage 
until the enemy line abreast of 
him, and then opened fire, completely 
breaking up the counter attack and kill- 
ing and wounding a large number of 
the enemy.
